4e Feanes of Feftivals. Bp. Gunning of Lent. 
lotfon's Serm.. 39. in the Folio; and Nelfon of the 
Feufls and F-fts of the Church, which isa very 
uleful Book, and more parricularly to be recom. 
mended to allthat wou'd pioufly obferve all folemn 
Seafons appointed by our Church, But che Que 
rift cannor be ignorant how thefe Seafons are ro be 
religioufly obferved, if he knows in general what 
the Dury of Fafting imply’s, and upon what occa- 
fions the Church firft appointed fome particular 
Days and Seafons for this purpofe. He ought to 
know then that a Faft for che Day implics a coral 
Abftinence from Meat for thar Day, befides a de- 
vout Humiliation of the Soul before God in Pray. 
ers, Confeffions and Contrition for Sin. If the Faft 
be for a longerSeafon, as inLent or the Ember-Week, 
a total Abftinence from Food, being impradticable, © 
we are only obliged to a more {paring and delici. 
ous Diet. For fuch was the Practice of the Pri. 
mitive Church as Epiphanius teftifieth, who {peak- 
ing againft thofe who abufed the Seafons of Faft- 
ing faith, “* On Church fafting Days, and efpeci- 
“aily the Week before Eafter, when with us Cu- 
“ ftom admitreth nothing but lying down upon 
“ the Earth, Abftinence from flethly Delights and 
“ Pleafures, forrowfulnefs, dry and unfavoury Di. 
“er Prayer, Watching, Fafting, all the Medi- 
“* cines which holy Affections can minitter, they 
“ rife betimes to furfeic themfelves with luxurious

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ing imrag’d at the filence, ran Headlong to the Field 


“ Bangnets, and when rheir Veins are well fwolln, 


“«hey make themfelves merry with laughing ar 
“ this our Service, wherein we are petfuaded we

confift ina bare Abftmence: from: Fleth, and all 
Things that belong to Eleth, and yet ating plentiful- 
ly of other Difhes, fuch as delicious Fifh, Aromatick 
Roots, and drinking the beft Wines.

neral of the Emperor to Spain; That the Sweed. 
ith Troops in Pomaria confit of 21300 Men, are 
fhortly to march towards Saxony; That the Torks © 
ftill continue refolved to condu& the King of Swe- 
eden with 240090 Men, into his own Dominion. 
From Paris, thac Marfhal Villers was retarned to
